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In recent alcohol compliance checks 100% of establishments did not sell alcohol to minors.

The Nebraska State Patrol conducted alcohol compliance checks as part of the Panhandle
Prevention Coalition’s comprehensive plan to prevent youth from starting alcohol use. Officers
with the assistance of youth under the age of 18, completed forty-two checks including
convenience stores, grocery stores and liquor stores throughout the Counties Morrill and
Scottsbluff.

All forty-two establishments that were checked did not sell alcohol to minors. The efforts of
these fifteen responsible businesses are commended:

Illegal alcohol use by underage persons contributes to crime, car crashes, injuries, and deaths.
Law enforcement officers find that alcohol also has a role in many of the more frequent minor
crimes and nuisances that degrade the quality of life in our community. Many noise complaints,
vandalism, littering, and similar nuisances involve young people who have been drinking. Public
health officials report that alcohol use and abuse are also connected with teenage pregnancy,
sexually transmitted diseases, and other health problems.

We have learned that the community and our youth are safer and healthier when they do not start
using alcohol until after age 21. In Nebraska, providing alcohol to minors is a Class |
misdemeanor. Adults who provide alcohol to minors can spend up to a year in jail, receive a
$1000 fine or both.

The Panhandle Prevention Coalition is made up of a group of coalitions united by our passion
and dedication to making residents of western Nebraska healthy and safe across the lifespan. Our
purpose is to reduce the impact of substance use and abuse including underage drinking, binge
drinking, drinking and driving, tobacco use, drug use, and prescription drug abuse while
promoting and supporting mental and emotional health for all in the Panhandle.
